Enery and Foster of Louisiana and 
Clarke of Arkansas. Senator Gorman, 
the mi»ority leader, has given notice 
that these senators are now pledged 
against the treaty, and it was stated 
that Senator McEnery will recall his 
telegram authorizing Senator Cullom 
to pair him for the convention. It is 
not expected that he or 
Senator 


Clarke will return to Washington to 
vote. 
Senator Foster will remain in 


Washington and vote with his party. 


A canvass of the seriatehasnotdevel- 


oped the necessary two-thirds affirm- 
ative votes, even counting all Repub- 
licans as present or paired. If the 
statement of The Democrats that there 
will be no division in their party 
proves correct, or if the two Louisiana

and

persons were burned to death in the 
flre which destroyed the five-story ten- 
ement house at 105 Allen street. More 
than 40 were injured and only a few 
of the sleeping inmates escaped un- 
hurt. Several of those who perished 
were roasted to death In plain view of 
thousands in the streets. Coroner 
Goldenkranz declared after an investi- 
gation that he had re'ason to believe 
the blaze waa the work of an Incen- 
diary. 
He issued subpoenas for the 


fire 
marshal, tenement house' and 
_ 


building inspectors and health and po- 
lice officials to appear before him at 
the Inquest Thursday. The flre start- 
ed in the basement and spread with 
terrible i-apidlty to the roof. The vic- 
tims were caught in traps of flames, 
the halls and exits being rendered im- 
passable in a few minutes after the 
blaze started. 
The building was one 


of. the usual crowded tenements and 
the disaster was the worst in the his- 
tory of the East Side.

The astounding report Is circulated 


bere that Clnreuce A. Adams, the "gen. 
tle:uau highwayman," Is living iu lux- 
ury iu Canada, says a correspondent 
writing from Chester, Vt Every one 
thought him to be dead and his body lu- 
terred iu a cemetery at Cavendish, a 
few miles from here, but whether it 
or not is more than any oue here can 
say. It is likely that as »oon as nec- 
essary legal steps can be' taken the 
grave will be opened and an effort 
made to identify the body It contains. 


If Adams managed to fool the physi- 


cians and officers of the state prison at 
Windsor and escape from the institu- 
tion he did It fey feigning llfuess and 
placing himself In ft hypnotic state, ft 
is now recalled that be was able to ex- 
ercise a mysterious power over "himself 
and others, and this Is believed to hare 
been hypnotic by, those who knew him 
best. 
The prison physicians- declare 


that the man was dead when he left 
there, but there are several odd facts 
that indicate lie may be in the land of 
the living. 


The report that Adams is in Canada 


where he Is enjoying the best of health 
was brought here by a commercial 
traveler whose name is guarded by the 
authorities. He is a man whose word 
has never been questioned and who 
has known Adams for many years. He 
states that he rn^et the man in the read- 
ing room of the Windsor hotel, Mont- 
real, where he was stopping under an 
assumed name, and that when he saw 
that he was recognized he came out 
boldly and declared that he would go 
back to Chester and settle up old scores 
with the persons who had been instru- 
mental in obtaining his conviction. He 
apparently forgot that he confessed to 
many burglaries. Adams was the most 
amazing criminal with which the Ver- 
mont authorities have ever had to deal. 
He possessed a .Tekyll and Hyde per- 
sonality that baffled the most advanced 
students of crime and was so cunning 
that he was able to carry on systematic 
burglaries and highway robberies and 
pose as a prominent church worker and 
town officer under the verj' eyes of the 
best detectives that could be hired. 


By occupation Adams was a farmer, 


but he l^eld many town offices, was a 
trustee of the library and a representa- 
tive to tlie legislature. He was elected 
to the legislature through the efforts of 
J. E Pollard and then robbed Pollard's 
store while he was representing tlio 
town He held up citizens, robbed them 
while they slept and terrorized the 
whole community until he was thought 
to be a whole company of bandits.

In 
such operations the Japanese have the 
immense advantage of several bases 
and lines of supply, to which is now 
added the Sinmintin road, while the 
Russian army necessarily* Is depend- 
ent on one base and one line of com- 
munication, and therefore may easily 
be outflanked. 


In the grand army order is being 


brought out of chaos with remarkable 
celerity. The same soldiers who on 
March 10 • became a terror-stricken, 
surging, disorganized mass of gray at 
a few shots from a little detachment 
of Japanese are now gathered singing 
about the campflres with new courage, 
ready to oppose with stubborn resist- 
ance an attack on Tie pass. It is un- 
fair to accuse the entire" army of this 
panic.
